sorghum molasses! Any one who has 
never enjoyed such a meal has miss­ 
ed the treat of his life. Many old peo­ 
ple have often used 
sorghum 
for 
sweetening tea, cocoa and coffee. Its 
substitution for sugar 
in 
making 
cakes, pies, and 
puddings, 
sauces, 
and deserts of various kinds, would 
be an easy matter and only a sug­ 
gestion to that effect is all that is 
necessary for patriotic housekeep­ 
ers. 
Averages gl.iO Per Acre. 
There is no 
reason 
why 
there 
should not be some sweet sorghum 
grown on every farm. It is usually 
not a very difficult matter to find 
time enough to grow a few acres of 
sorghum that will produce enough 
syrup for the use of the family, and 
leave a surplus for sale that will he 
large enough to more th as pay for 
the cost of production. Farmers in 
Missouri, 
Kansas, 
Oklahoma 
and 
Texas, who raised sweet sorghum last 
year, found it a profitable crop. 
Charles Nafe, who lives in Mus­ 
kogee county. Oklahoma, planted last 
year, three acres of seeded ribbon 
cane from which he made 522 gallons 
of sorghum syrup, which was an av­ 
erage of 174 gallons per acre. This 
syrup he sold readily in barrels at 
75 cents per gallon, and in jugs at 
85 cents. Had he held the syrup for 
a later market he could have gotten 
a much higher price. However, at 75 
cents a gallon, his crop was worth 
$129.50 per acre. When we compare 
this with the Income per acre from 
corn, kafir and- other similar crops, 
it will be seen that the growing of 
sorghum cane for syrup is well worth 
while, aside from its value as a sub­ 
stitute for sugar, which may be more 
difficult to obtain next fall than ever 
before. 
For this reason the Industrial De­ 
partment of the M., K. A T. railway 
is suggesting that farmers, wherever 
possible, plant a few acres of sorgh­ 
um cane for making syrup. 
In Kan­ 
sas and Missouri, the early orange 
and the early amber seem to be the 
favorite varieties to grow. In Okla­ 
homa and Texas, Folger’s Early, The 
Red Cane, the Coleman and the Japa­ 
nese ane have given very good results 
These mature in the order named in 
129 to 160 days. Sorghum grows fair- 
I ywell on all kinds of land, but the 
best flavored syhup is 
made 
from 
cane that grows on clayey soils, and 
thin uplands. Rich soils produce big 
yields, but such cane gives a syrup 
of rather poor flavor. Light sandy 
soils give better results. Let every 
farmer who can do so, plant a few 
acres of sorghum 
cane and 
make 
syrup enough for home use. This will 
enable us to save more sugar for our 
allies and our armies over the seas. I

few are not. 
A resolution was pass­

State Council of Defense 
of

count y councils as are not up to the 
mark and for the making such chan­ 
ges as may be necessary. 
Farmers, 
especially in the southern part of the 
state, were urged not to plant more 
than one-half of their land to cotton, 
leaving the rest for food products. 
The state council will insist on the 
carrying out of this recommendation.

DISLOYAL TEACHERS 
CAI BE DISCHARGED 


WAS STOPS INMIERATIOll 
TD OUTED STATES 


Oklahoma City, April 3 (Special). 
— Any Oklahoma school teacher who 
is disloyal can be removed, accord­ 
ing to an opinion rendered by Attor­ 
ney General Freeling. 
The case of a 
disloyal teacher came to the attention 
of the Craig County Council of De­ 
fense. 
The question was referred to 
the Oklahoma State Council of de­ 
fense which requested 
an 
opinion 
from the Attorney General. 
Mr. Freeling states that there is 
no express provision of the state stat­ 
ute dealing with disloyalty in such 
cases. The oath of office, which ev­ 
ery school district officer must take, 
does. however, * obligates 
him 
to 
“faithfully discharge the duties per­ 
taining to the duties of said office 
and to obey the Constitution and laws 
of the United States and of Oklaho­ 
ma.” Taking into account the intent 
of the law. Attorney General Free­ 
ling says that a disloyalty to the 
government in time of war is a vio­ 
lation of this oath and cause for re­ 
moval.

Washington. April 3.-—While war 
has stemmed the tide of immigration, 
it has not entirely stopped it. 
And, 
as the flow of immigration from Eu­ 
rope has been cut down to compara­ 
tively nothing, it has increased at 
the Canadian, Mexican and Pacific 
stations. 
For a decade before the war, the 
annual influx approximated a mil­ 
lion a year. 
From July to December 
last year the number fell to 80,222. 
Moreover, the decreasing stream of 
newcomers is being offset to a re­ 
markable degree by the exodus from 
America of those desiring to return 
to their native lands. 
In fact, the 
departures outnumbered the admit­ 
tances in November and December. 
A great many of those leaving the 
country since the beginning of the 
war have been allied reservists who 
have gone back to answer the call to 
the colors. 
While war conditions have curtail­ 
ed the usual duties of the immigra­ 
tion service, a new field has been 
opened that requires even more in­ 
tensive application and effort. B egin-1 
ning with the seizure of the German 
ships, the service has teen palled up-j 
on to assist other agencies of the I 
government in many important lines j 
of work. 
Especially have the in­ 
spectors been active in prohibiting 
the entrance or departure of enemy I 
aliens, in the detection of spies, the j 
surveilance and apprehension of sus­ 
pects and in capturing draft law evad­ 
ers. 
A great part of the facilities of the 
immigration stations, especially along 
the Atlantic coast, have beent urned 
over to other lines of war work. The 
great receiving depot at Ellis Island 
now is devoting only 25 or 30 per 
cent of its space to handling immi­ 
gration, and somewhat similar condi­ 
tions exist at other Atlantic ports. 
As ever, the service is employed 
actively in preventing surreptitious 
entry into the country of objectiona­ 
ble aliens, chiefly Chinese coolies. Al­ 
though the traffic has been cut down 
materially by vigilance, the great fi­ 
nancial inducements 
offered 
those 
who successfully can run the block­ 
ade prevent a complete curtailment 
of the practice. 
The number of stowaways on ships 
was twiee as many in the last half of 
1917 as in the 
preceding 
twelve 
months, 9 3 altogether having been 
detected and debarred. 
Included in 
the number were several German sol­ 
diers who deserted, fled to neutral 
countries, then sought to find a safe 
haven by biding in American bound 
vessels. 
Although the tide of immigration 
dropped from a million to 300,000 
the first year of the war and has 
since steadily been on the decline, 
there Is every prospect that the flow 
will not resume its pre-war propor­ 
tions for a decade or more after the 
treaty of peace. 
America, practically since the dis­ 
covery, has been the land of promise 
for .the ambitious the adventuresome, 
or the oppressed people 
of 
other 
lands. 
Beginning with 
the 
Argo­ 
nauts of the early seventeenth centu­ 
ry who established colonies along the 
Atlantic seaboard, the tide steadily 
had increased until the first part of 


the present century saw millions ea­ 
gerly setting their faces towards the 
new world. 
They came principally in the steer­ 
age of the great ocean liners, ever 
with determination to win fortune 
and enjoy liberty. 
The immigrants 
still come from Europe, but in small 
scattered groups, mostly of women or 
children joining relatives here. 
The 
ravages of war have made it an ab­ 
solute necessity for the belligerents 


j to retain within their own borders 
all useful man-power— not alone for 
active fighting 
or imperative 
non­ 
combatant tasks behind the lines, but 
for the great work of rehabilitation 
that must start when hostilities cease. 
Even the neutrals— Norway, Swe­ 
den, Denmark and Holland— are dis­ 
couraging immigration, 
recognizing 
that the loss of even small portions 
of their populations may prove a ma­ 
terial after-war economic loss. 
With the great stream of immigra­ 
tion curtailed for a while, the na­ 
tion, even in the rush of war, will 
find additional time to break up, edu­ 
cate And Americanize the polyglot 
groups in the larger cities. 
There 
are many of these elements which, it 
is asserted, have not yet begun to be 
assimilated in American national life. 
Their language, customs and ideals 


remain 
practically 
unchanged 
in 
their new surroundings. 
Americanization of an emigrant of 
this class offers great problems and 
greater rewards for the social work­ 
er.

(Oklahoma State Board of Agricul­ 
ture. Frank M. Gault, President, 
Oklahoma City, Okla.) 
The condition of wheat is 60 per 
cent. 
This is an increase of 7 per 
cent over the condition of last month. 
Condition of wheat on same date last 
year was 76 per cent. 
Wheat con­ 
tinues to show up well in the North 
and Northeastern part of the state. 
In the extreme Southwest, West and 
Northwest the condition has remain­ 
ed practically the same during the 
past thirty days. Owing to unfavor­ 
able growing conditions in these parts 
some fields have been plowed up and 
planted to other crops. In our next 
report we will give an estimate of 
the acreage that has been abandoned. 
Scattered rains during the last two 
weeks have greatly benefited growing 
crops in various parts of the state. 
From the crops produced in 1917 
the farmer still has on hand 14 per 
cent of corn, 3 per cent of wheat, 9 
‘per cent of oats and 14 per cent of 
kaffir and milo. There has been con­ 
sumed and marketed by the farmer 
during the past month as follows: 
Corn 5 per cent, wheat 2 per cent, 
oats 5 per cent and kaffir and milo 7 
per cent. On the same date in 1917 
the farmer had on hand from the 
1916 crop 17 per cent of com, 3 per 
cent of wheat and 9 per cent of oats. 
At the present time the peach crop 
gives promise of producing 62 per 
cent of a full crop, apples show up 
some better with 75 per cent and the 
prospect of a full crop of cherries is 
76 per cent. 
The condition of alfalfa is 76 per 
cent. Spring pasture is somewhat 
slow in getting started on account 
of continued dry weather. The con­ 
dition of same is 69 per cent. The oats 
crop shows up well in ail parts of 
the state and from all reports the 
acreage will be larger than our pre­ 
liminary estimate. 
This increase is 
due to some wheat fields having been 
replanted to oats. 
The condition of the soil as regards 
moisture is 52 per cent or about half 
of what the soil really is in need of.

What Wheal Control Ham Saved the 
Nation. 
It is estimated by E. N. Fairchild, 
a Cleveland (Ohio) miller of long 
experience and sound judgment, that 
nearly $900,000,000 has been saved 
the American people on flour since 


last July by the United States Food 
Administration. Mr. Fairchild said 
recently in an interview reported in 
the American Grocer: 
“It is an easy thing for a person to 
criticise an official of 
the govern­ 
ment, and criticising seems to be one 
of the traits of Americans. It is not 
difficult for us to recall that a year 
ago, when there was no Food Ad-1 
ministration or regulation of the I 
markets, flour was retailing at $20 a I 
m_____ 
barrel. 
This year, with a smaller PONTOTOC COUNTY ASSOCIATION 
crop to work on and the country in 
the midst of the war, flour is averag­ 
ing about $12 a barrel. It has been 
estimated that the annual consump­ 
tion of flour in this country is one 
barrel per person in normal times. 
There are about 110,000,000 people 
in the United States, and the saving 
effected by the United States Food 
Administration has been about 20 
per cent. 
Now if it has managed to 
save the country $1 on each barrel 
of flour consumed since it was found­ 
ed, it is readily seen that it has sav­ 
ed the people $88,000,000. By the 
same method of figuring, if $10 has 
been saved on each barrel, the Food 
Administration has saved us $800,- 
000,000 since last July. 
I am not 
content to believe,' however, that it 
has saved us a dollar less than $20 a 
barrel, or $1,760,000,000.”

MENACE OF PINK BOLLWORM 


STEEL TUBE IS UNBREAKABLE 


Bo Constructed That Even Dynamite 
Haa No Effect on It, ae Teats 
Have Proved. 


Steel tubes are now being made 
so tough that dynamite will not 
break them. 
A writer in Bai I way 
and Locomotive Engineering cites 
some instances in which this has 
been proved recently. 


He tells of sn 18-foot length of 
5 3-16 inch steel casing that was 
stuck in an oil well and 170 quarts 
of nitroglycerin were shot off in the 
well to blow out the pipe and at the 
same time to “shoot” the well. The 
explosion did not budge the pipe, 
however, but reduced it towbout six 
feet in length, making it crump, but 
not even cracking it. 


In an Oklahoma oil field a string 
of 340 feet of ten-inch oil-well cas­ 
ing fell 236 feet to the bottom of a 
well. The casing was not broken by 
the shock, although the thread pro­ 
tector was forced over the threads 
about twelve or thirteen inches and 
the bottom of the pipe was bent 
backward and inward. 
In a similar case 34,000 pounds 
of pipe fell 200 feet and the impact 
telescoped the three lower sections, 
one inside and one outside, but no 
weld failed, nor was there a crack 
in any one of the pieces of pipe.

AMERICAN MARINES LOSE 
HEAVILY IN BATTLE. 
Washington, April 26.—Marines 
fighting in France have had a total 
of 274 casualties, marine corps head­ 
quarters announced today. The cas­ 
ualties were divided as follows: 
Officers, wounded, 4; enlisted men 
killed 34, and enlisted men wounded 
236. 
One company lost 21 men killed 
and 140 wounded out 
of 
a 
total 
strength of 250 men. 
This was the first official announce­ 
ment that the marines are taking an 
active part in the fighting. The ma­ 
rines were among the first soldiers to 
go to France, but it had been under­ 
stood they were being used back of 
the fighting line.

field German assaults show signs of slackening both in 
numbers and intensity. The most intense fighting is pro- 
gressing south of the Somme, whe»e the Germans are 
making attempt after attempt to break the French and 
British defense and reach the Paris-Amiens railway line 
of Amiens itself. 
Moreuil, the center of fighting here, is 


reported to have changed hands four times but is now 
held by British, Canadian and French. Around Mont 
Didier, where the battle line curves northward, the French 
have reclaimed Ayencourt and Monchel. North of the 
Somme the enemy made no further attempts Sunday and 
the fighting has been moderate. One hundred thousand 
American soldiers are moving to join in the fight but their 
destination is unannounced so far. American patrols con- 
tinue active northwest of Toul and their artillery is bom- 
barding the German lines. Marked activity behind Ger- 
man lines here continues. 


Battle Violent at Mont Didier 


Paris, April 1.—The battle continued with extreme 


violence last night in the Mont Didier sector where large 
bodies of troops are being thrown in by the Germans, the 
war office announces. The French and British broke up 
the assault. Further south the fighting was also violent, 
the Germans making incessant attempts to capture Griv- 
esnes, but the French retained possession and inflicted 
heavy losses on the enemy.

Where Mistletoe Grow*. 


In addition to all the many kinds of 


oak trees and the maples, mistletoe 
grows with persistency and fondness 
on the paper mulberry, the persimmon, 
locust, ash, gum, sassafras, elm, osage 
orange, pecan, hickory, cherry, pear 
and apple trees. In the far west It 
takes hold of the cedar and the pine 
trees, especially the yellow pine loJge- 
pole pine and Douglas fir. The plant Is 
widely distributed by birds, which eat 
the 
whitish-green 
semltnmsparent 


berries, those birds being mostly mcffl:- 
Ingblrds, cardinals, cedar wax-wings 
and sparrows. The robins have some- 
thing to do with the distribution of 
the seed. The pulp of the .berries Is 
very sticky, and when they become 
overripe they fall from the parent 
sprig nnd stick to some other pnrt of 
the tree, thus developing another sprig 
of. mistletoe. The department of agri-

Allowance to German Cripples. I 


Amsterdam, April 1.—A "mutila- 


tion allowance" ranging from $6.75 
to $13.50 a month is what the Ger- 
man soldier gets from 
a 
grateful 


fatherland for injuries which make 
it impossible, or almost impossible, 
for him to earn a living. 


Recent legislation has fixed these 


new amounts, and it is provided that 
the regulations shall be "interpret- 
ted in e liberal sense." Thus, if arm 
or leg wounds may be fairly regard- 
ed as equivalent to the complete loss 
of the limb, the invalid is entitled to 
the allowance. 


The allowance is also earned when 


the consequences of head wounds or 
internal injuries involve regular hos- 
pital attendance, or, as the regulation 
puts it, "if the invalid cannot take 
nounishment in public—owing to in- 
juries to the face or jaw—without at- 
tracting public notice."
